Walter Easta-, 28-year-old negro, 


was lured from his home southeast 
of Hope about 10 o'clock Friday night 
by a party of five men and shot to 
death. 


Easter's wife told a coroner's jury 


Saturday morning a harrowing story 
of sitting by her dying husband's bed- 
side/all night with her aged father 
arid :two small children, afraid lo 
leave the house and go for a doctor. 


Dr. J. H. Weaver, county coroner, 


said Easter's murder'was an "outrage" 
and declared the case would be car- 
ried to the spring grand jury. He 
summoned Sheriff John L. Wilson 
and Deputy . Prosecutor John Vescy. 
Thp coroner told the examining jury 
that he believed Easter's wife's fa- 
ther knew the identity of one or more 
of the men who killed Easter, but 
was afraid to reveal their names.
